Rescue Workers Attempt to Free Victims After Train, Right, Rammed Another 


2 Killed, 156 Injured as Chicago 
Commuter Train Hits 2nd at Station 


CHICAGO, Nov. 5 W—A rush- 
hour elevated train drilled into 
another train tonight with a shat- 
tering force that split the lead 
car in two, killing at least five 
persons and injuring 156. 

The eight-car Chicago Transit 
Authority train, crammed to the 
doors with homebound commuters 
crashed into the rear of a standing 
Chicago, North Shore & Milwau- 
kee train at the Wilson-Broadway 
station on the North Side. 

There was no fire. 

Reports from the rescuers pry- 
ing loose the screaming injured 
and from six scattered hospitals 
indicated at first that eight or 
nine may have lost their lives. 
Elimination of possible duplica- 
tions showed at least five persons 
died. The four identified dead 
were Chicagoans.

The cash customers are excited about Satur- 
day’s clash with Georgia Tech, particularly 
those lucky folks who have tickets, but they are 
not yet ready to shower the 1956 Volunteers with 
superlatives. 

The reason is obvious. Tennessee has not been 
tested. These Volunteers have romped through 
a six-game schedule that, six weeks ago, ap- 
peared ominous. But this team wrapped up Au- 
burn in a half, 21-0; scored 19 points on Duke in 
two quarters; led Alabama, 12-0, at halftime; 
scored 14 on Maryland in the first half and, 
without John Majors, sputtered past North Caro- 
lina without too much trouble. 

Tennessee has not trailed any foe this season. 
However, the plain truth ts that Vol foes, as a 
group, have fallen far short of pre-season ex- 
pectations. Thus, the impressive scores. The 
Vols have averaged 3$1-plus points a game, yet 
this team has not been challenged by a stern 
and talented foe. 

So, the Tennessee fans—a discerning group 
that has watched the Vols roll up an incredible 
188-52-13 record the past 25 years—await the 
test, which means Georgia Tech and Saturday. 

Tennessee has an exciting offense sparked by 
Johnny Majors and Al Carter, alternating tail- 
backs. Majors is slowly recovering from bruised 
ribs.

Egypt?” 

Finally, Bulganin’s letter to 
President Eisenhower declared 
that the fighting in Egypt ‘‘con- 
tains danger of turning into a 
third world war.’’ 

At a Moscow news conference, 
meanwhile, Bulganin warned that 
the Soviet Union possesses nu- 
clear rocket weapons. 


U.S. RESENTS THREATS 


Highly placed United States of- 
ficials said tonight they took an 
“extremely grave” view of these 
threats. 
They might be “bluff and prop- 
aganda,’’ the officials said, or an 
angry Soviet reaction to the 
United Nations resolution calling 
for withdrawal of the Red Army 
from Hungary. But it had to be 
soberly considered, they added, 
that the Soviet Union ‘‘may mean 
business.”’

In his letter to Eisenhower, 
Bulganin said there was a “‘spe- 
cial responsibility’’ on the United 
States and the Soviet Union to 
end the war in Egypt and bring 
peace to the Middle East. He 
noted that both countries were 
permanent members of the Se- 
curity Council and were great 
powers “possessing all modern 
weapons, including atomic and 
hydrogen weapons.’’ 

‘‘We are sure,’’ Bulganin wrote, 
“that if the governments of the 
U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. will firm- 
ly state their determination to 
guarantee peace and will come 
out against aggression, then ag- 
gression will be ended and there 
will be no war.”’ 

Bulganin said he was turning 
to the American president ‘‘in 
these trying hours when high 
moral principles and the objec- 


ve|tives of the United Nations or- 


ganization are being put to a 
test.”’ 

Bulganin reminded Eisenhower 
that the United States had a 
strong naval fleet in the Medi- 
terranean and that the Soviet 
Union also has a “strong naval 
fleet and strong air units.’’
